Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner phoned the applicant to suggest amending claims 64, 78, and 96 to include the lower end of the sincle piece 
packing sealing directly against the lower cylindrical trunnion as this in combination with the lower cylindrical trunnion 
extending past the lowermost end of the single piece packing is seen as not cited by the cited prior art (this 
combination is already in claims 63 and 94.
